Loxpow, June 9.—While one crisis was imminent, 
another, far more serious, has burst upon us and 
the Government, which has weathered triumphant- 
ly many votes of censure on matters where there 
was ground for reasonable difference of opinion, 
now has been wrecked, with right all on its side, 
by a union of clags interest, party hatred and the 

influences of the bung.“ All of last evening's de- 
bate on the Hicks-Beack amendment to the budget 
dragged wearily for eight hours. Nothing duller 
could be imagined than brewer after brewer de- 
fending beer and Scotchman after Scotch- 
man praying for relief for whisky. 
There was the strongest possible muster of 
Conservatives and Irishmen. Tour correspondent 
was early inthe evening informed by one of the 
latter that they were certain to beat the Govern- 
ment, at least; they were so certain, in fact, that 
they were organizing privately fora celebration. 
As the hour for division approached the excitement 
increased, till when Mr. Gladstone arose to close 
the debate, at 1 o'clock a. m., the House was so 
crowded that many members were unabie to find 
seats. Notfora long time has Gladstone spoken 
with such vigor and old time fire. There was not 
the slightest interruption, in spite of his bitter 
thrusts at the Opposition. The latter seemed com- 
pletely cowed. No doubt Gladstone knew 
perfectly what the vote was going 
to be, and this added sbarpness 
to his attack. His defense of the budget was mas- 
terly, of course, but when it came to the attack on 
the Conservatives for their tactics, the House, was 
roused into 
THE GREATEST ENTHUSIASM. 
The climax came when he dwelt, in an almost 
solemn manner, on the greatness of the nationa 
need for eleven millions for the defense of the em 
pire, of which the Chancellor purposed to raise 
only half by taxation. The scene, 
when the result was announced, beggars 
description. Nothing like it has been seen since 
the Bradlaugh debates. The counting of the votes 
took much longer than usual.

Lorpon, June 9—The Cabinet Council was con- 
vened at noon, and was in session until 1:15 o'clock. 
N is understood that the situation was thoroughly 
discussed and it was decided that, in view of the de- 
feat last night on the budget, it would be inconsist- 
ent for members of the Cabinet to remain longer 
in office, and it was resolved that their resignations 
be tendered the Queen at once. This decision of 
the Cabinet has caused a feverish feeling on the 
Stock Exchange and consols have declined 3-16, 
while Russian securities are 1-2c lower. In all the 
provincial exchanges the weak feeling in financial 
circles ia more marked, as is also the decline in the 
above Government bonds. 

THE TORY PROGRAMME. 

It is reported to-day that the Tories will, in case 
the Cabinet resigns, refuse to accept office. If this 
be true, the Government will then finish the supply 
measure, drop all the bills to which strong opposi- 
tion is made, and dissolve. 

THE OVERTHROW OF THE CABINET,

| The Condition of the Cotten and Corn 
Crops in the Memphis“ District. 

Matis, Texn., June g. The crop report for the 
month of May, to be issued to-morrow by Messrs. 
Hiil, Fontaine & Co., will say: The condition of 
the growing cotton and corn crops in the Mem 
phis district, which embraces West Ten- 
nessee, North Arkansas, Nortn Mississlppi 
and North Alabama, up to the closing 


of May presents, onthe whole, a most flattering 
prospect. The report isthe aggregate of re- 
sponses to letters of inquiry sent out May 28, the 
replies bearing the ave date of June2, The 
weather throughout the district has been varied. In 
Arkansas and Tennessee, cool nights during the first 
half of the month were unfavorable to cotton an 
the plant in these two States is somewhat back- 
wa Mississippi and Alabama report favorable 
weather during May. and both the cotton 
and corn crops are in fine condition. Generous 
rains fell throughout the district during the latter 
portion of the month, followed by warm weather 
which had a most beneficial effect, and the month 
of June was ushered in with prospects, regarding 
cotton and corn, of a most promising nature. 
This is particularly true of corn which 
in all the four states, is reported 
unexceptionally fine, and with favorable saesons, 
the planters of this district will produce the largest 

eld of this cereal ever known in the history of 
arming.

ILLINOIS WHEAT CROP,

An Insufficient Yield for Home Consump 
tion—Discouraging Reports. 
SPRINGFIELD, ILL., June 9.—Secretary Mills of the 
State Board of Agriculture issued to-day advance 
sheets of the Illinois crop report for the month of 
June, based upon reports of correspondents repre- 
senting each township in the State, The indications 


are, from these reports, that the wheat crop will be 
less than 10,000,000 bushels this year, against 32,000,- 
000 iast year. The report goes on to state the fol- 
lowing informaticn concerning the winter wheat 
rospec's: The average condition of winter wheat 
nthe northern, central and southern divisions of 
the State not as good on 
the Ist day of i § April. The armers 
of the Central and Southern divisions of the State 
are stillengaged in plowing up winter wheat that 
gives no promise of returning the expense of 
harvesting. It is shown by tbe report that less 
than one-half the area seeded to wheat last fall 
in the Northern division of the State, 
will be harvested. Over two-tuirds 
of the late seeding of wheat in the central division 
has been plowed up, and less than one half of the 
wheat in southern counties has been left standing. 
In a larga number of counties there will not be 
enough wheat harvested for seed and consump- 
tion. The condition of the winter 
wheat is up to an avera in 
two counties in the State, Kendall and Stark. The 
prospects for wheat have not improved in the 
northern counties since April 1, 1 The condi- 
tion of winter wheat gave encouragement for 73 
per cent of an average yield in the northern 
division, 74 per cent May 1, and 66 per cent June 1. 
The Juue report of winter wheat in the Northern 
division has not been so COUT SING for many 
years as at present. The central division is not so 
promising ason May 1, and will not be three- 
fourths ot a crop. The average in the yarious 
counties has not yet been more than 
10 to 80 per cent. In the Southern 
division, the average has been deducted from 58 
per cent. of an average crop on April 1. to 42 per 
cent.on June 1. Altogether the report is very 
discouraging, and it is estimated that not sufficient 
wheat will be harvested for home consumption. 


THE ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


Business Transacted To-day—An Important 
Felony Bill Passed. 


By Telecranh to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, IL... June 9.—Most of the session of 
the illinois House of Representatives to-day was 
spent in a discussion @ à bill to abolish the prison 
labor contract system, which was advanced to 
third reading. Ihe most important work 
accomplished by the Senate was the  pass- 
age of a bill, introduced in the House 
by Harper of Cook, of high-iicense fame. It pro- 
vides That whosoever willfully, and maliciously, 
and forcibly breaks and enters, willfully and ma- 
liciously, without force, the doors or windows being 
open, enters into any dwelling house iu the night 
time, with intent to commit murder, robbery, rape, 
mayhem, or other felony or larceny, shail, on con- 
viction, be imprisoned in the Penitentiary fora 
term of not less than five years nor more than 
twenty years; provided, further, that if at the time 
of committing the offense mentioned in the proviso, 
such person shail be found with any deadly weapon, 
deadly drug or anesthetic upon his rson, or in 
his possession, he shall, on conviction, punished 
by imprisonment in the Penitentiary for any term 
of yeurs not less than five.” It now goes to the 
Governor for his signature. It is considered one of 
the most important bills of the session. A bill 
making election days legal holidays was defeated 
by two votes. Senator Morris’ bill to reimburse the 
County of Harden for loss sustained by the burn- 
ing of the Court House, was passed.

INTERESTING CONTEST. 


Exhibition of Pieces of Physical Apparatus 
by Manual Training School Stadents. 
A most interesting exhibition and centest took 
place this morning in the manual training school of 
Washington University. It was an ex- 
hibition of pieces of physical ap- 
paratus constructed by members of the 
second class under Prof. C. C. Swafford for two 
prizes of $5 and $3 in cash. The ‘contest devel- 
oped and called out not only the 
inventive and consiructive faculties of the 
boys, but demanded mechanieal skill and 


a conception of the principles of physics clear 
enouzh to be practically apphed and to be ex- 
plained so that any intelligent person could under. 
stand the principles and the operation of the 
apparatus. 

At the opening of the exhibition Prof. 
Swafford stated that 
two priges had been 
best pieces of physical apparatus: that last year 
the construction of them was voluntary, and this 
year was compulsory, with two prizes offered 
for excellence. There were twenty-nine 
eces of apparatus offered, from the simplest 
illustrating one law or principle in physics to 
complex machines bringing in operation several 
laws. In order that there might be no disadvan- 
tages from the force employed, the po'nts consid- 
ered were simplicity and neatness and thoroughness 
of construction.gThe pieces exhibited were: Centri- 
fugal machi illustrating this force 
in nature, by W. A. Field; an apparatus 
showing the reflection of light by Albert Hucke;

A Mad Whale. 
From the Portland (Me) Press. 


The steamer Valora of this port Captain Has- 
kell, is engaged in shooting whales tor the fac- 
tory at Boothbay. Thursday, when off Cape 
Porpoise, and just in sight of land, and im- 
mense whale was encountered and the steamer 
started in pursuit, but just as they got near 
enought to fire at the monster he sounded. The 
steamer started again for the prey when he 
came to the surface, and this time they got in 
a shot. Mr. Haskell, the brother of the cap- 
tain, fired the bomb, and it entered the animal, 
which immediately swam with great speed di- 
rectly out to sea. The steamer followed, and 
after a long aud exciting chase,succeeded in driv- 
ing the whale inshore, when he again sounded. 
After a short time, during which the steamer 
lay to and waited the reappearance of the 
monster, he rose to the surface and plunged 
directly for the boat. Had he struck the little 
vessel, coming as he was with irresistible 
force, she would certainly have sunk. The 
signal to back was given, and the steamer 
coming round just in time to allow the whale 
to dash by only a few feet from the side, Has- 
kell, afraid of losing the prey, again fired, and 
this time the bomb accomplished its work, and 
the dead body of the animal sank in seventy- 
five fathoms of water. The whale was very 
large for the species, being fully twice as long 
as the Valor, a forty-five foot vessel. The 
carcass will come to the surfacein eight or 
nine days, when it will be taken in tow by the 
steamer. 


Thurn and Taxis. 
From the Springfield Repulican. 


The Prince of Thurn and Taxis, whose death 
is announced, was 23 years old, and succeeded 
to the title in 1871 under the guardianship of 
his mother, Princess Caroline of Bavaria. He 
was the head of an old Roman Catholic Austri- 
an family, and was hereditary counselor of the 
Austrian empire and the kingdom of Bavaria, 
and hereditary member of the Prusian House 
of Lords, besides bearing several other honors. 
The origin of the distinctions of this prominent 
house was highly creditabie; Franz von Thurn 
and Taxis being the first, early in the sixteenth 
century, to extend the system of post-riding, 
until then only used for royal missives, to the 
accommodation of the public, all business cor- 
respondence being previously carried on by 
private messengers and, of course, at great ex- 
nse. Franz von Thurn and Taxis first 
established a post route between Brussels and 
Vienna, and his successors extended the im- 
perial post, under repeated enfeoffments from 
the emperors of Germany, until it covered the 
greater of Germany and Italy, and was 
an inestimable factor in the commercial pro- 
Frees of Europe. The house of Thurn and 

axis retained the monopoly of the post unti 
the dissolution of the Germanempire by Na 
poleon in 1806.

THE MODEL ALUMNUS. 
The exhibition of the Hon. Sterpuxn B. Ex- 
Kins in an- Alumni address as a political tutor 
for the students of Missouri University, seems 
to strike the Independent press of the country 
as a spectacle bordering on the burlesque. Al- 
though Mr. Elkins was one of the first products 
of the institution, and has been a very success- 
ful man, some critics are unable to guess what 
his respectable Alma Mater found in his post- 
graduate career to be proud of, or to hold up as 
a model for the rising generation. STEVE 
went west to grow up with New Mexico, and 
outgrew that country so rapidly, in office, that 
it soon ceased to furnish a field large enough 
for his gigantic money-making operations. In- 
deed, to judge from suits now pending to re- 
cover stolen land, there was hardly anything 
worth having in that Territory which had 
not already «passed into his possession, 
or through his hands. So he went 
East again with his rings and traps to hunt 
larger game, and came within a few votes last 
year of pocketing the United States Govern- 
ment with all its powers and all its territory. 
What he would have made as the ring boss of 
the continent, may be approximately estimat- 
ed from the fact that he is credited with several 
millions made out of poor New Mexico. As the

With EL- 
KINS’ millions to serve as a glittering foil to 
that cheap and weather-stained monument, 
the students were no doubt duly impressed 
with the fact that Jerrzrson’s Democracy 
was the Democracy of a by-gone era, with 
which were buried his stern avoidance of every- 
thing that might look like nepotism or like 
treating public office as a means of private 
emolument rather than as a sacred public trust.

THE defeat of the budget yesterday by a vote 
of 264 to 252 was a deathblow to the Ministry, 
and to-day GLADSTONE announced to the House 
the resignation of the Cabinet. Such a step on 
the eve of the regular election of a new House, 
when it is not practical to appeal to the people 
at a specially ordered election, will muddle the 
situation somewhat, as the Conservatives will 
hardly show their hands in an attempt to form 
a Ministry under such circumstances, to 
take office in the face of the adverse ma- 
jority in the present House, and the 
formation of a new Liberal Ministry on the 
eve of the regular election will be an awkward 
maneuver for GLADSTONE in the face of the 
enemy. But it has become a necessity of the 
political situation. The extra expenditure and 
increased taxation specified in the budget rep- 
resented humiliating failures of the cam- 
paign in Africa, and more humiliating conces- 
sions to Russia in the Afghan affair, and the 
proposed new taxes were laid on the poor 
man’s home-made beer and spirits rather 
than on the rich man’s imported wine. It was 
a mall thing to down a ministry, but a small 
thing sufficed, because it was reinforced by 
many other causes of irritation and discontent. 
GLAbsroxs's land act and liberal intentions 
towards Ireland did not prevent the Parnell- 
ites from taking a long-sought revenge for the 
Crimes Act, and all the jingoism in the 
Premier’sown party seized the opportunity 
to resent his “‘peace-at-any-price” policy, un- 
mindful of the franchise extension and of the 
good he had done in other directions.

The Story of Appomattox, 
From the Persenal Memoirs of U. 8. Grant. 

I found General Lee bad been brought into onr 
lines and conducted to a house belonging to u Mr. 
McLean, and was there with one of his staff officers 
waiting my arrival, The head of his column was 
occupying a bill, a portion of which was an apple 
orchard across the little valley from the court- 
house. Sheridan's forces were drawa up in line of 
battle on the crest of the hill onthe south side of 
the same valley. Before stating what took place 
between General Lee and myself,I will give all 
there is of the narrative of General Lee and the 
famous apple tree.

“Gen. Lee was dressed in full uniform entirely 
new, and wearing a sword of considerable value— 
very likely the sword that bad been presented by 
the State of Virginia, At all events, it was an en“ 
tirely different sword from the one that would 
ordinarily be worn in the field. In my rough trav- 
eling suit, which was the uniform of a private, with 
the straps ofa general, I must have contrasted 
very strangely with a man so handsomely dressed, 
six feet high and of faultless form. But this was 
not a matter that I thought of until afterward, 

“Gen. Lee and I soon fell into a conversation 
about old army times, He remarked that he re- 
membered me very well in the old army, and I 
told him, as a matter of course, I remembered him 
perfectly, but owing to the difference in years 
there being about sixteen years difference in our 
ages—and our rank I thought it very likely I had 
not attracted his attention sufficiently to be remem- 
bered after such along period. Our conversation 
grew so pleasant that I almost forgot the object of 
our meeting. Gen. Lee at that time was accom- 
panied by one of his staff officers, a Col. Marshall. 
I bad all of my staff with me, a good portion of 
whom werein theroom during the whole inter- 
view.”

A NEW HOSPITAL. 


The Old Carr Mansion to be Converted Into 
a Home for the Sick.

The old Carr mansion, recently the residence of 
Thomas B. Dyer. has been purchased by the St. 
Louis Hospital Association, and will be as soon as 
possible altered and furnished to meet the require- 
ments of a first-class hospital. The mansion is 
located at the corner of Eighteenth and Carr 
streets, and when it was built was the center of a 
beautiful suburban place, the boundaries of which 
extended to the present Jefferson avenue, Third 
street, Franklin avenue and Biddle street. For 
fifty years it has at different times been 
the home of prominent St. Louis fami- 
lies. The Association was incorporated 


under the general law of the State, in 1883, by 
Messrs. S. M. Dodd, E. O. Stanard, J. G. Chapman, 
Edward H. Semple, George W. Parker, Edward E. 
V. Ritter, C. W. Barstow, J. H. Wear, Isaac M. 
Mason, George 8. Edgill, Frank IL. Johnson, Wm. 
P. Mullen and George A. Baker. Their design was 
to found a hospital of an  unsectarian 
character, to enlist the co-operation and 
sympathy of all Christian and benevolent 
people to furnish an institution under the intelligent 
and bonest management of aboard of citizens ot 
the best class. The hospital is designed to afford 
accommodations to the sick at the bare cost of their 
care, and to furnish free beds and wards when their 
means will permit of it; also to provide a home to 
which physicians can send their transient patients 
with the guaranty of good nursing. A free dispen- 
sary for the poor is another part of their plan. The 
association has been engaged at daily dispensary 
work, aided by volunteer physicians for several! 
years, and, in one year, at nominal expense, have 
treated about six theusand cases. Hitherto they 
have not attemped any regular hospital work, but 
recent encouragement and iiberal contributions 
have prompted the present move. 


A DOUBLD LYNCHING. 


Chasing Cattle Thieves—The Cotton Swind- 
ling Cases—Texas Topics. 

BoxRHAu, June 9.—Sam and Eli Dyer, the murder- 
ers of Sheriff Ragsdale and Joe Buchanan, were 
taken out of the Fanning County Jail at 2 o'clock 
in the morning by a mob and hanged 300 yards 
away. The work was done very quickly by about 
twenty men who gained entrance to the jail yard 
in the absence of a deputy and posse, who were out 
searching for some prisoners. The guard was 
easily overawed. The Dyers were asleep in their 
cell at the time. They have had a desperate 
career and had been repeatedly before the courts. 
They operated with a gang of thieves in Northern 
Texas for years.

An Interesting Paper by Rev. F. H. Wines 
on Sentences for Crime. 

Wasuincton, D. C., June 9.—Miss Cleveland was 
an attentive and interested listener to the proceed- 
ings of the morning session of the conference of 
Charities and Corrections. The regular 
order of business was the report 
of the committee on preventative work 


among children. The order was, however, tempo- 
rarily postponed to permit the reading of a mono- 
graph prepared by Frederick Howard Wines, Seo- 
retary of the Illinois State Board of Public Chari- 
ties, on “Sentences for Crime.“ which was read by 
the Rev. H. H. Hart of Minnesota, Mr. Wines haying 
been detained at home in attendance upon the 
Legislature of Illinois. The paper treats of the 
various characters of sentences, terming them 


+ “Time sentences, labor sentences, sentences for 


life, reformatiou sentences,” etc., and discusses in 
detail their respective advantages and defects, 
as agencies of reformation and revention. 
Mr. Wines discusses indeterminate sentences, the 
maximum and minimum to be fixed by courts or 
Legislatures, the time of release within the limits 
being left areas and describes in detail 
the qualifications which are requisite in the Chie 
Executive officer of a prison organized for the re- 
formation of convicts, 

Mrs. Sarah A. Spence read a short report for the 
District of Columbia, describing the public and 
private charitable and correctional institutions of 
the districts, their methods of operation and resul 
and their expenditures as compared with those 
similar institutions elsewhere.

REYNOLDS’ BODY. 


It May Have to be Brought Back From 
Washington to Reopen the Ing uest. 

A great deal of interest is felton ‘Change over. 
the late Reynolds inquest, wherein it will be re- 
membered that the Coroner returned a verdict of 
suicide, afteran inquiry into the death at the 
Southern Hotel of the late George M. Reynolds, ex- 
Auditor of the United States Treasury. This inter 
est has been chiefly excited by the work which 
Lieut. L. K. Reynolds, the son of the deceased gen- 
tleman, is doing to have the verdict 
reversed. Lieut. Reynolds and Mr. C. H. 
Albers have had several interviews with the 


Coroner, none of which have been thoroughly sat- 
isfactory. The Coroner claims that new witnesses 
cannot be heard unless the body of George M. Rey- 
nolds is brought back here so that they can be 
sworn overt. Gen. Noble, who is advising Lieut. 
Reynolds, seems to believe this an altogether un- 
necessary punctilio, which under the  circum- 
stances, could easily be waived. Lieut. Reynolds 
said: “It will nearly break my mother’s heart 
to have to bring my ther’s remains 
back to this city, and I am most anxious not to 
pursue this extreme course if I can by any means 
avoid it. I will bring the body back if there is no 
other way, however, because this matter must be 
cleared up. The Coroner is willing to hear the old 
witnesses again, but he makes a difficulty about
